Supreme Court Upholds 


Three New Deal Acts 

HREE New Deal acts of legisla- 

tion were upheld by the Su- 
preme court in decisions that in- 
dicated that tribunal was becoming 
almost liberal enough to suit the 
administration. Two of them were 
unanimous. The third and most sig- 
nificant was rendered by five of the 
justices, with four dissenting. This 
last opinion was given in the case of 
the Washington state law establish- 
ing a minimum wage for women and 
the court reversed its position taken 
a year ago in upsetting similar leg- 
islation passed by the New York 
legislature. Justice Owen J. Roberts 
had swung over to the other side, 
but Justices Sutherland, Eutler, Mc- 
Reynolds and Van Devanter dissent- 
ed from the present judgment, de- 
claring that ‘‘the meaning of the 
Constitution does not change with 
the ebb and flow of economic 
events.”. This was a slap at the 
majority opinion, which was read 
by Chief Justice Hughes. 

The,court. unanimously upheld the 
provisions. of the railway labor act 
requiring railroads to engage in col- 
leetive’ bargaining with their em- 
Lark for the purpose of settling 

labor disputes. The opinion was read 


by -Justice Stone and was closely | 


wadied by leaders of the ad- 
ministration who hoped to glean 
from it af indication of what the 
court might decide concerning the 
Wagner labor relations act, now in 

: litigation.. The.Wagner act does not 
apply to railway workers. 

The decision was handed down in 
the case of the Virginian Railway 
company and upheld a ruling by the 
Fourth eircuit court of appeals di- 
recting the company to engage in 

collective bargaining. 

. “In Considering the propriety of 
the equitable relief granted here,” 
Justice Stone said, ‘‘we cannot ig- 
nore the judgment of congress, de- 
liberately expressed in legislation, 
that where the obstruction of the 
company is removed, the meeting 
of employers and employees at the 
conference table is a powerful aid 
to industrial peace. 

‘Moreover, the resources of the 
railway labor act are not exhaust- 
ed if negotiation fails in the first 
instance to result in agreement.” 

If disputes concerning changes in 
rates of pay, rules or working con- 
ditions, the decision added, are not 
adjusted, either party could invoke 
the services of the national (rail- 
way) mediation board. 


The Supreme court also upheld 
the constitutionality of the new 
Frazier - Lemke farm mortgage 
moratorium act. The decision, read 
by Justice Louis D. Brandeis, whose 
opinion condemned the earlier Fra- 
zier-Lemke act, was unanimous. 

The law was passed to replace a 
similar statute which the court held 
unconstitutional in the spring of 
1935. Like the earlier law, it is de- 
signed to permit insolvent farmers 
to adjust their debts and to retain 
possession of their property for a 
three-year period during which they 
might redeem it.

Japan Rejects 14 Inch 


Limit on Naval Guns 

APAN has rejectéd a British pro- 

posal for the limitation of naval 
guns to 14 inch caliber unless Great 
Britain and the United States agree 
to reduce the size of their larger 
warships. This decision was impart- 
ed to Sir Robert Clive, British am- 
bassador to Tokio, by Foreign Min- 
ister Naotake Sato, and it leaves 
America, Britain and France, sig- 
natories to the London treaty, free 
to arm their ships with 16 inch 
guns. The British are said to have 
decided guns of that caliber are 
not practical at sea, but they are 
favored by United States navy en- 
gineers. Britain’s five new battle- 
ships will carry 14 inch guns.

Ford Official’s Reply 


to Martin’s Threat 

N THE big mass meeting. of work- 

ers held in Detroit, Homer Mar- 
tin, president of the United Auto- 
mobile: Workers, addressed himself

“Volunteers” in Spanish War 


Stir Nations to Anger 
PAIN’S civil war is becoming to 
a great extent a war between 
Italy and France fought on Spanish 
soil, and both those nations are ex- 
asperated and en- 
raged, while Great 
Britain anxiously 
strives to avert an 
open breach. Italy, 
too, is now furious 
# against. the British 
because English 
newspapers taunted 
her with the fact 
that Italian volun- 
teers were defeated 
was by French  volun- 
teers in recent vic- 
ine: Ss one! tories won by the 
loyalists northeast of Madrid. Count 
Dino Grandi, Italian ambassador to 
London, told the subcommittee of 
the international committee on non- 
intervention that he would not dis- 
cuss the withdrawal of foreign vol- 
unteers from Spain and that not a 
single Italian fighting in the Spanish 
war would be ordered home until 

the conflict ended. 

France’s response was quick and 
startling. Foreign Minister Yvon 
Delbos proposed to British Ambas- 
sador Sir'George Clerk that France 
and Britain assume a naval block- 
ade of Spain to keep Italian troops 
from landing te join tho fascists. 
The British and French govern- 
ments thereupon agreed, with full 
knowledge of other European pow- 
ers within the non-intervention com- 
mittee, on ‘‘all points’’ of a program 
to make non-intervention complete- 
ly effective and decided it was im- 
perative to prevent, even by force, 
any further Italian landings. No de- 
cision was reached to send war- 
ships at once for this purpose. 

In Rome the belief was expressed 
that if France appealed to the 
League of Nations against alleged 
dispatch of Italian troops to Spain, 
Europe would come near to war. A 
spokesman for the government an- 
grily repeated the official denial 
that Italy had sent any volunteers 
to Spain since February 20, when 
the international agreement for non- 
intervention was reached. 


The indignant outburst by Grandi 
followed closely on a speech which 
Premier Mussolini delivered in 
Rome. Alluding to the League of 
Nations’ sanctions against Italy dur- 
ing the Ethiopian war, of which 
England was. the chief promotor, 
Il Duce shouted: 


‘It has been said that the Italian 
people forget easily. Error! Error. 
On the contrary, the Italian people 
have a tenacious memory and know 
how to bide their time. We waited 
40 years to avenge Adowa, but we 
succeeded.”’ 


Mussolini had just returned from 
a visit to Libya, Italy’s North Afri- 
ca colony, and on that trip he made 
a patent bid. for Italian leadership 
of the Moslem world. This, and his 
intention to build a naval base on 
the Red sea which would challenge 
British control of the Indian ocean 
are irritating Great Britain, which 
is not yet ready to check Mussolini 
by a display of armed force. She 
will be ready, however, before very 
long, for she is expending vast sums 
on her fleets and naval establish- 
ments. 

Germany is not taking active part 
in these international spats just 
now, but is awaiting developments. 
Hitler is absorbed in his domestic 
difficulties and the threatened break 
with the Vatican. 


The defeat of the Italians on the 
Guadelajara front was followed by 
an almost equally severe setback 
in sotthern’: Spain “where Italian 
volunteers ‘also were said to have 
made.a poor showing. These events 
seemed to cool down somewhat the 
fiery ardor of Mussolini, and the 
English and: French statesmen were 
hopeful ‘that a’ general outbreak in 
Europe had been at least postponed.
